Paul  Felt,  coordinator  of  stu- 
dent activities,  combined  with 
President  Harvey  Taylor  to  tell 
the  history  - of  the  Knapp 
awards.

IN  1948  Mr.  Butler  made  a 
special  study  of  agriculture  in 
Russia.  He  has  been  president

Cooperation  (national  educa- 
tion agency  of  farmer  coopera- 
tives), and  his  work  has  taken 
him  to  every  state  in  the  United 
States  and  to  many  foreign 
countries. 

Mr.  Butler  worked  closely 
with  former  U.  S.  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  Ezra  Taft  Benson 
during  the  latter’s  tenure  of  of- 
fice.
